Supreme  Justice 


On  Nov.  7.  1991,  history  was  made  at 
TSU. 

In  the  Adams  Center  Performing  Arts 
Theatre,  the  Alabama  Supreme  Court 
heard  oral  arguments  from  two  cases.  The 
special  session  at  TSU  was  part  of  the 
court's  effort  to  bring  Alabama's  legal  sys- 
tem to  schools  and  colleges  throughout  the 
state.  It  was  the  first  time  the  high  court 
allowed  its  proceedings  to  be  broadcast  live. 
TSU-TV  carried  live  feeds  on  cable  outlets 
in  Pike  and  Montgomery  counties. 

This  was  a  milestone  for  TSU.  Students 
watched  the  tradition  of  the  state's  highest 
court  come  alive.  Through  new  and  modern 
ideas,  such  as  television  and  special  sessions 
at  schools,  the  goals  of  making  people 
aware  of  the  judicial  system  became  a 
reality.

Judge  Mark  Kennedy  of  Montgomery. 
Ala.,  strived  to  make  his  dreams  of  becom- 
ing a  justice  on  the  Alabama  Supreme 
Court  come  true.  A  native  of  Greenville, 
Ala.,  he  graduated  from  Auburn  University 
in  1973  and  received  his  Doctor  of  Jurispru- 
dence degree,  cum  laude,  from  Cumber- 
land School  of  Law.  Judge  Kennedy  served 
as  district,  family  and  circuit  court  judge. 
In  November  1988,  he  was  elected  as  an 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Alabama  Supreme 
Court  which  made  him  the  youngest  judge 
on  the  bench  by  14  years. 

Judge  Kennedy  believes  that  special  ses- 
sions held  at  colleges  and  universities 
throughout  the  state  provides  a  positive 
experience  for  Alabama  citizens.  It  made 
people  aware  of  the  law  around  them  and 
encouraged  them  to  get  involved  in  govern- 
ment. The  public  was  able  to  view  legiti- 
mate disputes  on  crime.  Televising  the  Su- 
preme Court  session  gave  people  a  close 
view  of  the  court  while  they  witnessed  the 
making  of  history  for  the  first  time  in 
Alabama  history.

When  the  curtain  closes  on  con- 
certs, it  raises  on  theater.

The  first  fraternities  and  sororities 
at  TSU  had  an  average  membership  of 
eight  to  ten.

Each  group  had  a  special  name  that 
exemplified  its  personality  such  as  the 
Sleepy  Club  and  the  Grasshopper 
Club.' 

As  time  passes,  Greek  life  changes, 
and  its  benefits  grow.  Fraternities  and 
sororities  are  more  than  a  social  club. 
Additional  responsibilities  face 
Greeks  today.  They  must  eliminate 
hazing,  educate  members  about  the 
use  of  alcohol  and  recognize  liability 
for  each  brother  or  sister.  Fraternities 
and  sororities  offer  scholastic  encour- 
agement and  community  involvement. 
Each  member  takes  part  in  every  as- 
pect of  Greek  life  while  holding  sacred 
the  ritual  and  motto  of  his  organiza- 
tion. 

Dr.  Doug  Hawkins  made  the  dream 
of  national  fraternity  affiliation  at  Troy 
State  a  reality.

A  look  at  the  dedication,  hard 
work  and  sweat  of  the  past,  shows 
Troy  State's  positive  moves  toward 
an  even  stronger  athletic  program. 
Standing  firm  in  the  athletic  field, 
TSU's  coaches  and  athletes  are  up 
to  par.  While  establishing  goals 
through  championship  programs, 
changes  made  on  the  field  and  off 
have  provided  a  new  spirit  of  "The 
Red  Wave"  at  TSU. 

The  TSU  sports  tradition  began 
with  an  eleven  member  football 
team  and  a  three  game  season.  To- 
day's football  team  is  made  up  of 
more  than  100  young  men  who  play 
in  ten  season  games.  Because  of 
early  successes  in  football,  the  athle- 
tic program  grew  and  included  new 
sports  for  both  men  and  women. 

A  turning  point  of  Trojan  athle- 
tics has  been  the  changing  of 
coaches.  In  1985,  Coach  Chase 
Riddle  covered  all  the  bases  for  a 
national  title  in  baseball.  Coach 
Mike  Griffin  teed  off  a  Gulf  South 
Conference  Championship  for  golf 
in  1983.  In  1990  and  1991,  the 
volleyball  team  was  served  a  Gulf 
South  Conference  Championship 
under  the  coaching  of  Kim  VanDer- 
ra.  With  the  knowledge,  skills  and 
ambition  of  TSU's  coaches,  the  suc- 
cess of  athletics  is  out  of  bounds. 

The  role  of  the  student  athlete  in 
the  1990's  maintains  tradition  es- 
tablished by  the  university's  ear- 
liest teams.  Education  is  the  point.

Spotlight  on  players  gives 
personal  views  of  some  of 
the  starters.  These  start- 
ers possessed  individual  talents 
that  blended  to  make  a  success- 
ful team. 

Ever  since  Bo  Pittman  was  5 
years  old,  he  has  played  foot- 
ball. He  said  it  was  bred  into 
him  and  he  loves  it.  Bo  Pittman 
said  that  competition  in  football 
"pushes  you  further  to  be  a 
better  player".  As  one  of  1 1 
linebackers,  Pittman  faced 
competition  each  week  for  the 
no.  1  position.  Even  though  he 
was  not  in  the  middle  line- 
backer position  every  week, 
Pittman  still  saw  action  in  every 
game. 

The  smallest  member  of  the 
Trojans,  Eddie  Coleman,  at 
5-foot-8  and  165  pounds,  said 
that  his  quickness  is  one  of  his 


talents.  "I  feel  great  about  my 
size;  I  can  prove  myself.  I  like  it 
when  other  teams  look  at  how 
small  I  am  and  I'm  able  to  fake 
them  out  and  outrun  them."  He 
credited  his  running  ability  to 
the  offensive  line.  He  also  said 
that  the  morale  of  the  team 
helped  too.  The  players  worked 
harder  and  were  more  focused 
on  winning.  Coleman  graduated 
from  Thomasville  High  School 
and  attended  Northeast  Okla- 
homa University  for  one  year. 
There,  he  played  tailback  and 
then  transferred  to  Troy  to  be 
closer  to  home. 

Everyone  has  a  special  goal 
they  want  to  achieve.  The  main 
goal  of  Senior,  Steve  Leach, 
was  to  "make  every  tackle." 
Leach  graduated  winter  quar-

education.  He  also  aspires  to 
play  professional  football. 
Leach  was  ranked  second  in 
interceptions  and  had  63  tack- 
les. Leach  said  that  playing 
football  has  helped  him  mature. 
"When  I  first  got  here,  I  was  a 
cocky  little  kid  who  just  got  out 
of  high  school  and  now  I  feel 
like  a  young  adult  who  has 
gained  a  lot  of  knowledge." 

Senior,  Rodney  Glass,  said 
that  better  concentration  on 
technique  helped  raise  his  punt 
average  from  33.4  yards  to  38.6 
yards.  Last  year  his  first  three 
punts  were  blocked,  which  dis- 
tracted his  thinking.

Glass  seemed  to  be  pleased  with 
Larry  Blakeney  as  the  new  head 
coach.  "He  is  doing  a  fine  job. 
It's  a  big  change,  but  it's  all 
been  positive".

A  Record  Breaking  Season 


When  Don  Maestri,  head  basketball  coach  at  Troy 
State,  looked  toward  the  1991-92  season,  some 
things  he  never  expected  to  happen  did.  These 
surprises  turned  out  to  be  pleasant  ones,  and  they  showed 
that  Maestri  laid  a  solid  foundation  for  TSU's  basketball 
program  as  it  headed  toward  Division  I. 

First,  in  what  was  supposed  to  be  a  "rebuilding  year"  the 
Trojans  won  22  games,  and  all  but  one  game  against 
Division  II  opponents.  This  enabled  the  Trojans  to  return 
to  the  NCAA  Division  II  post-season  tournament  for  the 
second  consecutive  year. 

During  the  season,  TSU  took  on  established  Division  I 
competition  in  games  against  Auburn  University,  the 
University  of  Wyoming  and  Georgia  Southern  University 
—  all  during  TSU's  first  15  games  on  the  road. 

Led  by  only  two  seniors,  leading  scorer  Jack  Smith  and 
top  rebounder  Andy  Davis,  the  Trojans  opened  eyes 
throughout  the  country  with  a  staggering  258-141  win 
over  DeVry  Institute  on  Jan.  1 2.  Along  with  the  record  for 
the  most  points  ever  scored  in  a  college  basketball  game, 
TSU  broke  eight  other  NCAA  records.  TSU  and  DeVry 
combined  to  break  four  more. 

During  the  1992-93  season  with  TSU  returning  three 
starters  and  several  key  underclassmen,  Maestri  might  see 
more  pleasant  surprises.

After  clinching  the  title  of 
East  Division  Champi- 
ons of  the  Gulf  South 
Conference  in  1991,  the  Troy 
State  Trojans  said  goodbye  to 
the  GSC  and  entered  the  inde- 
pendent ranks  of  Division  II 
Baseball.  The  Trojans  came  into 
the  1992  season  with  a  new 
look,  many  new  faces  and  a 
much  tougher  schedule. 

Head  Coach,  John  Mayotte, 
entered  his  second  season  as  the 
skipper  of  the  Trojans,  compil- 
ing a  record  of  34  wins  and  19 
losses  in  his  inaugural  season.

The  Troy  State  University 
founders  who  started  building  a 
dream  more  than  a  century  ago 
would  look  with  a  smile  at  the 
1992  version  of  TSU. 

The  world  around  them  was 
quite  different  100  years  ago. 
The  tools  and  resources  they 
drew  on  to  shape  a  fledgling 
college  into  a  quality  source  of 
education  did  not  quite  resem- 
ble modern-day  counterparts. 

Yet,  the  goal  they  sought  to 
achieve  might  well  have  been 
the  motto  embraced  by  a  uni- 
versity posed  to  enter  a  new 
millennium. 

"Quality  Education,  One 
Student  at  a  Time,"  must  have 
been  the  goal  of  TSU's  founding 
fathers.  And  it  remains  the  goal 
today. 

In  a  constantly  changing 
world,  administrations  old  and 
new  enemies,  taken  on  different 
challenges  and  faced  the  stark 
reality  of  problems  ranging 
from  financial  crunches  to 
crowded  classrooms. 

But  at  TSU,  the  challenges 
are  accepted  without  fear  and 
met  with  success. 

That  is  a  tradition  that  will 
never  change  in  the  face  of 
transition.

The  Troy  State  Univer- 
sity system  is  unique  be- 
cause it  has  campuses 
across  the  Southeast  and 
around  the  world. 

TSU  in  Montgomery  is 
an  institution  catering  to 
the  non-traditional  age 
student.  These  students 
come  from  all  walks  of  life 
seeking  personal  growth 
and  professional  enrich- 
ment while  they  work  and 
often  raise  families. 
TSUM  offers  associate, 
bachelor's,  master's  and 
education  specialist  de- 
grees. 

During  the  past  year, 
and  under  the  guidance  of 
Dr.  Cameron  Martindale, 
TSUM  raised  $600,000 
for  the  Eminent  Scholars 
Program.  When  this  goal 
was  met,  the  Alabama 
Legislature  was  obligated 
to  add  $400,000  to  this 
amount.  Those  two  com- 
bined amounts  will  never 
be  spent.  They  will  be 
placed  in  an  endowed 
fund  that  will  be  invested 
and  the  return  will  fi- 
nance an  eminent  scholar 
or  activity  for  TSUM. 

TSU  in  Dothan  has  ac- 
ademic programs  de- 
signed for  undergraduate 
students  and  for  graduate 
students  at  the  master's 
and  sixth-year  levels. 

TSU  also  has  a  branch 
campus  at  Fort  Rucker, 
Ala.,  home  of  the  U.S. 
Army  Aviation  Center. 

The  University  College 
was  organized  Aug.  1, 
1981,  as  the  College  of 
Special  Programs.  Its  pri- 
mary purpose  is  the  ad- 
ministration of  all  off 
campus  locations  in  Eu- 
rope, the  Pacific,  Florida, 
and  Georgia.  University 
College  students  are  pri- 
marily military  personnel 
and  their  families.
